It  is  felt  that  lots  14  and  15  respresent  three  legions,  two  from  Africa  and  one 
from  Italy.  The  primary  beneficiary  (for  whose  army)  of  the  coins  has  troubled 
scholars  for  many  years  and  the  problem  has  never  been  solved,  in  fact  the 
more  I read,  the  more  confused  I became.  That  is  until  I spoke  to  our  advisor  for 
historical  facts,  Prof.  D MacDonald.  He  found  in  "The  Roman  Revolution”  by  Sir 
Ronald  Syme,  that  one  of  the  moneyers,  C.  Norbanus  Flaccus,  an  Etruscan, 
was  in  42  BC,  only  months  after  the  minting  of  these  coins,  a general  fighting 
with  Octavian  who  later  served  as  Consul  in  38  BC  As  Octavian  butchered 
Cicero  and  all  who  opposed  him  when  he  re-entered  Rome  after  defeating  Marc 
Antony  (before  allying  with  him).  C.  Norbanus  Flaccus  could  never  have  issued 
these  coins  for  the  benefit  of  Cicero  to  protect  Rome  from  Octavian  as  Alfoldi 
suggests. 

The  types  with  the  Mmervan  helmet  on  the  curule  chair  which  represent  “a 
just  war",  and  the  others  with  Sibyl  which  refers  to  the  book  of  Sibylline 
Prophecies  which  the  Romans  consulted  in  time  of  crisis,  refer  to  the  hoped  for 
defeat  of  Cicero,  Brutus,  Cassius  and  the  other  enemies  of  the  dead  Julius  and 
his  adopted  son  (to  be  Augustus). 


Crawford  491/1  a and  Crawford  491/2  are  equal  to  the  best  that  have  ever 
come  up  for  sale.  These  coins  were  struck  by  a traveling  military  mint.  For  that 
reason  the  surfaces  do  not  resemble  those  of  Imperial  Aurei,  even  at  the  time  of 
minting.  The  surface  of  the  dies  of  traveling  mints  were  never  highly  polished  or 
well  finished  as  were  those  of  stationary  Imperial  mints.  Except  for  the  issues  of 
Julius  Caesar,  Republican  Aurei  are  generally  quite  scarce  and  always  struck  as 
the  Chinese  proverb  goes  “during  interesting  times”  or  in  other  words,  "during 
Civil  Wars”.

At  the  conclusion  of  the  First  Jewish  Revolt,  66-70  C.E.,  the  temple  of 
Jerusalem  was  destroyed.  The  Romans,  as  all  numismatists  know,  issued  a 
large  and  varied  series  of  coins  proclaiming  their  victory  over  Judaea 

Sixty  years  after  the  defeat  of  the  Jews,  in  the  Spring/Summer  of  130  C.E., 
Hadrian  visited  Jerusalem  and  renamed  it  Aelia  Capitolina,  after  his  family 
Aelian  Gens,  and  the  god  Jupiter  Capitolinus.  He  then  proceeded  to  build  a 
temple  to  Jupiter  on  the  very  site  of  the  Jewish  temple.  This,  it  is  thought,  was 
one  of  the  main  reasons  for  the  Second  Revolt. 

There  was  another  law  that,  while  it  seemed  inconsequential,  was  even 
more  offensive  to  the  Jews.  It  was  a law  banning  castration  and  circumcision. 
This  rite  of  circumcision  was,  in  the  eyes  of  the  Jews,  God's  covenant  with 
Abraham.  It  was  what  set  the  Jews  apart  and  made  them  who  they  were. 


Without  this  distinction  they  would  be  like  everyone  else,  and,  in  etlect,  blend 
out  of  existence. 

This  brought  Shim'on  ben  Kosiba  forward  as  the  leader  of  the  Jews  in  the 
Second  Revolt,  known  as  the  Bar  Kochba  war.  Shim'on  ben  Kosiba 
proclaimed  himself  as  the  prince  of  Israel  and  leased  land  to  Jewish  peasant 
farmers,  just  as  Hadrian  and  other  Roman  emperors  before  him  had  done.  In 
the  beginning,  the  Romans  did  not  take  the  revolt  seriously,  and  were  taking 
very  heavy  losses.  Finally,  Hadrian  assigned  the  best  field  commander,  Julius 
Severus,  the  job  that  Titus  had  executed  so  well  70  years  earlier.  While  Julius 
was  able  to  put  down  the  revolt,  the  victory  was  Pyrrhic  in  nature,  and  the 
Romans,  breaking  with  tradition,  tried  to  sweep  this  victory  under  the  carpet. 

The  coins  of  the  Second  Revolt  were  not  minted  in  Jerusalem  like  those  of 
the  First  Revolt,  because  the  rebels  never  held  that  great  city.  The  technical 
capabilities  of  the  mint  of  the  Bar  Kochba  Revolt  were  far  less  than  those  of 
their  predecessors  in  the  First  Revolt.  The  idealism,  though,  was  great  or 
greater.  Palaeo-Hebrew,  a script  from  the  4th  century  B.C.E.,  which  most 
people  of  even  that  time  did  not  understand,  was  revised  to  write  out  legends 
like  "For  the  Freedom  of  Jerusalem". 

All  of  the  coins  minted  by  the  rebels  in  the  Bar  Kochba  War  were 
overstruck  on  Roman  or  Greek  coins,  which  were  in  circulation  in  the  province 
at  that  time.  In  a good  number  of  cases,  especially  on  the  silver  coins,  it  is 
possible  to  determine  the  identity  of  the  undertype.  If  you  had  a "wish  list"  of 
coins  to  be  overstruck  by  the  rebels  of  132-135  C.E.,  at  the  top  of  that  list 
would  have  to  be  a Roman  coin  of  Titus  or  Vespasian  that  celebrates  their 
victory  over  Judaea.  An  extra-added  wish  would  be  that  the  word  “Judaea"  be 
legible  and  clear.  Reality  and  fantasy  meet  in  this  remarkable  coin,  which 
exists  here  in  only  one  recorded  example. 

The  coin  is  an  undated  Year  3 denarius,  minted  134/135  C.E.  The  die 
identity  is  Mildenberg-198  0-25/R-127.  The  obverse  depicts  a bunch  of  grapes 
to  symbolize  the  fertility  of  the  land,  and  bears  the  legend  "Shimon",  an 
obvious  reference  to  the  revolt's  leader  Shim'on  ben  Kosiba. 

The  reverse  portrays  two  trumpets,  with  a pearl  between,  and  the  legend 
“For  the  Freedom  of  Jerusalem”.  According  to  the  Old  Testament,  Numbers, 
Chapter  X,  Verse  1:  “And  the  Lord  spoke  unto  Moses  saying:  'Make  thee  two 
trumpets  of  silver;  of  beaten  work  shalt  thou  make  them;  and  they  shall  be 
unto  thee  for  the  calling  of  the  congregation,  and  for  the  camps  to  set  forward." 

The  trumpets  harken  back  to  Moses  and  the  sounding  of  alarm  to  the  camp 
(nation)  as  well  as  a call  to  battle.  It  is  no  small  coincidence  that  the  trumpets 
appear  on  a silver  coin,  and  that  they  are  struck,  or,  as  the  Bible  commands, 
beaten. 

The  undertype  is  a denarius  of  Vespasian,  RIC-34,  minted  in  Rome  on  the 
completion  of  the  Jewish  war,  circa  70-72  C.E.  The  obverse  legend  reads  IMP 
CAES  VESP  AVG  PM,  and  bears  a right-facing  portrait  of  Vespasian.  The 
reverse  portrays  Judaea  seated,  mourning  at  the  foot  of  a trophy,  with  the 
legend  IVDAEA  still  visible. 

On  close  examination,  one  can  see  that  the  “S"  in  Vespasian’s  name,  his 
eye,  and  the  bridge  of  his  nose  are  extremely  sharp  and  in  excellent  relief, 
which  would  indicate  that  this  coin  was  in  near  mint  state  condition  when 
overstruck.  The  bronze  coins  were  sometimes  filed,  but  often  hammered  to 
remove  the  old  images.  In  this  case,  probably  nothing  happened  to  this  coin 
before  it  was  overstruck. 

At  this  point  the  imagination  can  go  to  work.  Did  some  Roman  save  this 
com  because  it  was  a Judaea  Capta?  Did  a Jew  for  some  perverse  reason 
save  this  coin  because  it  was  a Judaea  Capta?  Did  the  Bar  Kochba  rebel 
notice  the  type  when  he  overstruck  it?  Did  it  affect,  in  a greater  or  lesser 
degree,  the  strength  behind  the  hammer  blow  that  converted  this  little  piece  of 
silver  from  a messenger  of  defeat  to  a hope  for  freedom? 

For  further  reading,  I would  recommend  Leo  Mildenberg's  Coinage  ol  the 
Bar  Kochba  War  and  Ya'akov  Meshorer's  book  The  Coinage  ot  Aelia 
Capitolina,  and  the  Old  Testament.  These  volumes  have  been  invaluable  in 
the  production  of  this  short  article.

ICONS 

Made  and  venerated  mostly  by  Old  Believers,  this  type  of  icon  did  not  reach 
the  commercial  attention  of  more  flashy  ones.  Made  only  for  use  by  members 
of  some  sects,  their  number  is  very  small  and  artistic  tradition  going  back  to 
Byzantine  art  is  preserved  in  its  original  form.  Not  used  by  others  out  of  fear  of 
prosecution,  and  not  attracting  attention  of  the  foreigners  as  much  as  painted 
icons  did,  they  are  Sleeping  Beauties  for  the  collectors  with  the  sense  of  rarity 
not  quite  measured  yet  Deep  symbolic  theological  detail  offers  as  much

BERNIKE  DODECADRACHM 

808.  For  many  decades  the  only  recorded  dodecadrachm  of  Bernike  of 
Egypt  was  the  groken  specimen  in  the  Athens  Museum  cited  by 
Svoronos  in  his  extensive  two  volume  work  on  Egyptian  Coinage 
published  in  1904  Seaby,  as  usual,  lists  the  dodecadrachm  of  Bernike 
at  El  0,000  which  is  a very  interesting  price  for  a coin  which  had  never 
had  a recorded  sale  in  this  century.  The  issue  weighing  over  50gms  is 
the  largest  silver  coin  ever  struck  by  the  Greeks.  It  was  probably  issued 
when  Bernike  was  sole  ruler  of  Egypt  while  her  husband,  Ptolemy  III, 
was  leading  the  Egyptian  army  in  Syhria.  Only  the  decedarchms  of 
Akragas  are  rarer  than  the  dodecadrachms  of  Egypt  when  large  Greek 
coins  are  considered  as  a single  group.  IN  the  first  Hunt  sale  an 
Akragas  brought  $700,000  while  the  commoner  Athens  decadrachm 
brought  $600,000  A single  find  some  years  ago  supplied  us  with  about 
20  specimens  many  of  which  are  broken  like  the  Athens  Museum  coin. 
These  immense  coins  are  not  only  remarkable  for  their  size  but  also 
because  they  bear  the  portrait  of  a woman  as  sole  ruie  of  a majore  Greek 
Empire  during  her  lifetime.

FIRST  OVERTLY  CHRISTIAN  COIN  “HOC  SIGNO  VICTOR  ERIS” 
DEPICTING  CONSTANTINE  THE  GREAT  BEFORE  MILVIANIAN 
BRIDGE  BATTLE  312  AD 

Upon  the  death  of  Constans  (337-350  AD),  at  the  hands  of 
Magnentius,  the  troops  at  Illyria  were  undecided  as  to  whether  to 
continue  their  allegiance  to  the  house  of  Constantine  in  the  person  of 
Constantius  II  or  to  declare  for  the  usurper  Magnentius.  As  Constantius 
II  was  in  the  east  fighting  the  Persians  it  seemed  the  decision  was  to  go 
against  the  absent  emperor  if  not  for  the  intervention  of  the  emperors 
sister  Constantina.  She  convinced  the  commander  of  Illyria,  one 
Vetramo,  to  declare  himself  Augustus  to  save  and  hold  the  empire  for 
Constantius  II.  This  was  done  March  1,  of  350  AD 

This  brief  reign  created  the  first  overtly  Christian  coin  type  of  the 
Roman  empire  and  displayed  Vetrainio's  support  for  the  house  of 
Constantine.  This  type  depicts  Constantine  the  Great  being  crowned  by 
a victory  carrying  a palm  while  holding  a standard  bearing  a Chi-Rho.‘ 
The  legend  reads  reads  "HOC  SIGNO  VICTOR  ERIS"  which  means  "by 
this  sign  thou  shalt  conquer."  The  whole  type  refers  to  the  vision  which 
Constantine  the  Great  saw  before  the  battle  of  the  Milvian  Bridge  in  312 
AD  where  he  defeated  Maxentius.  This  type  then  illustrates  the  event 
that  convinces  Constantine  to  make  Christianity  the  state  religion,  thus 
changing  world  history. 

Vetranio  also  produces  another  type  "CONCORDIA  MILITVM",  which 
means  harmony  between  the  soldiers,  which  depicts  an  "emperor 
holding  two  labara  each  of  which  have  a Chi-Rho  in  their  center.  Our 


stand-in  emperor  does  another  highly  unusual  thing  He  issues  these 
same  two  com  types  In  his  own  name  but  also  in  the  name  of 
Constantius  II  to  show  his  support  tor  him.  In  a move  of  reverse  ancestry 
the  portrait  of  Constantius  II  is  altered  to  look  like  a young  Vetramo 
Usually  a new  emperor  sometimes  resembles  the  emperor  that  preceded 
him  on  coins,  i.e,  early  Hadrian  portraits  resembling  Trajan  The  Vetramo 
styled  portrait  is  accomplished  by  changing  the  curly  hair  of 
Constantius'  portrait  below  his  ear  to  straight  and  leaving  Constantius 
beardless  while  Vetramo  is  bearded 

On  December  25,  350  AD  Vetramo  and  Constantius  II  met  at  a plain 
near  Serdica  where  Vetramo  abdicated  and  is  given  an  estate  at  Prusa 
in  Bithyma  where  he  lived  until  his  death  in  356  AD. 

•NOTE.  Seaby  Roman  Coins  #4042  erroneously  describes  this  type  as 
Vetramo  standing  left  holding  labarum  crowned  by  victory  standing 
behind  him.  RIC  Volume  VIII  The  Family  of  Constantine  I page  44  in 
describing  this  seen,  "This  evocation  in  the  vision  of  Constantine 
emphasizes  the  loyalty  of  Vetramo  to  the  dynasty." 

"NOTE  In  this  case  one  emperor  depicted  on  the  reverse  could  easily 
be  Constantine  the  Great,  Constantius  II,  or  Vetramo  because  of  the 
unusual  circumstances  surrounding  Vetramos  elevation.

STORY  OF  CONSTANTINE  XI  - THE  LAST  BYZANTINE  EMPEROR 

The  position  of  the  Byzantine  state  during  the  reign  of  Constantine  XI  was  so  dire  and  the  facts  so  contradictory  to  what  anyone  would  expect, 
that  it  makes  this  story  one  of  the  most  unusual  in  history 

Constantine  Palaeologus  was  bom  Feb  9,  1404,  the  eighth  of  10  children  to  Emperor  Manuel  II  and  Irene  Irene  was,  through  her  father,  a 
member  of  the  Serbian  royal  family  who  claimed  French  blood  through  Flelene  de  Courtenay,  queen  of  Serbia  1262-1308  AD.,  who  was  of  the 
French  royal  family 

On  the  death  of  his  brother  John  VIII,  Oct.  3,  1448,  Constantine's  next  youngest  brother  Demetrius  claimed  the  throne  on  the  basis  that  he 
was  born  "in  the  purple"  or  while  his  father  was  emperor.  It  looked  like  civil  war  would  erupt.  It  was  decided  to  put  the  question  of  who  would  be 
the  next  emperor  of  Constantinople  to  none  other  than  Murad  II,  the  sultan  of  the  Turks 

Being  a throroughly  correct  and  honest  man,  Murad  though  it  was  against  his  best  interest,  declared  Constantine  emperor.  This  is  like  the 
Russian  leader  appointing  the  American  leader  Constantine  at  fie  time  was  despot  of  the  Peloponnesus,  and  on  Jan  6,  1449,  he  was  crowned  in 
Misithra  He  did  not  enter  Constantinople  until  March  12,  1449 

On  Feb  5,  1451,  Sultan  Murad  II  died,  leaving  his  21-year  old  son,  Mahammed,  sultan.  The  new  sultan  was  highly  educated  and  spoke 
Arabic,  Greek,  Latin  and  Slavonic  Mahammed  II  was  not  pure  Turkish,  for  his  mother  had  been  a beautiful  Albanian  slave;  nor  was  he  raised  by 
an  entirely  Turkish  heritage  as  his  stepmother,  the  sultana,  was  Mara  Brankovich  of  Serbia. 

On  fie  death  of  his  father,  Mahammed  gave  his  stepmother  rich  estates  in  Macedonia  and  permission  to  return  to  her  father,  the  influential 
George  Brankovich,  ruler  of  Serbia.  He  also  granted  the  Byzantines  of  Constantinople  300,000  aspers  a year  to  keep  Orchan  Effendi,  an  Ottoman 
pricne  who  had  sought  refuge  in  Constantiople,  housed  and  living  up  to  his  station. 

To  show  how  interrelated  everyhone  was,  Constantine  XI,  twice  a widower,  was  looking  tor  a wife.  Protostratorissa  Palaeologina,  a relative 
of  the  emperor,  suggested  that  Constantine  might  marry  her  nice,  Mara,  the  former  sultana  of  the  Turks  and  stepmother  to  the  sultan.  He  did 
propose,  but  he  was  declined 

The  strange  event  that  started  the  siege  of  Constantinople  was  a request  to  the  Turks  from  the  Byzantines  for  more  money  It  seems  there 
was  not  enough  money  in  the  treasury  to  pay  the  salaries  of  state  officials  or  the  few  companies  of  the  emperor's  guard  Foolishly,  fatefully,  they 
decided  to  raise  more  money  by  requesting  more  to  house  Ottoman  Pnnce  Orchan  Effendi. 

When  they  approached  the  Grand  Vizier  Chalil-pasha  of  the  Turks,  himself  a Greek  and  Serbian,  by  the  way,  he  flew  into  a rage.  The  sultan, 
on  hearing  this  request,  than  and  there  resolved  to  honor  his  father  Murad  M's  deathbed  request  to  take  Constantinople. 

At  this  point,  Constantine  sent  emissaries  to  the  West  for  help.  Pope  Nicholas  tried  to  help,  but  France  and  England  were  at  war.  The  French 
King  Charles  agreed  to  end  the  war  to  help  Constantinople,  but  King  Henry  of  England  would  not. 

While  things  looked  hopeful  for  a time,  it  came  to  nothing.  As  a last  resort,  the  emissaries  asked  the  Pope  to  a least  send  the  10  ships  and 
men  he  promised.  The  pope  replied  that  he  could  not  do  this  until  the  union  of  the  two  churches  was  accomplished  The  Byzantines  agreed  and  on 
Dec.  1 2,  1452,  a joint  mass  was  celebrated  in  St.  Sophia. 

This  meant  that  the  ships  could  come,  but  the  people  were  enraged.  They  hated  Westerners,  “the  Latins"  from  the  time  of  the  Crusades  and 
proclaimed  "Better  we  should  be  Turks  than  Latins".  One  nun  known  for  her  piety  donned  a turban  and  began  offering  sacrifices  for  Mohammed 

By  the  way,  the  ships  from  the  Pope  didn't  arrive  in  the  area  until  two  days  after  the  fall  of  the  dty  and  the  death  of  Constantine. 

Everything  was  against  Constantine  XI  The  Hungarian  maker  of  big  guns,  Orbon,  went  over  to  the  Turks  at  four  times  the  money  the 
Byzantines  were  paying  him  There  were  7,000  Christians  defending  the  city  and  30,000  Christians  fighting  with  the  Turks.  Even  1 ,500  soldiers  of 
George  Brankovich  of  Serbia,  friend  to  Constantine  XI,  sent  to  Constantinople  weren't  told  until  the  last  minute  they  were  fighting  for  the  Turks. The 
soldiers  and  workmen  in  the  city  would  not  perform  their  duties  until  they  were  paid.  Silver  from  the  churches  had  to  be  made  into  coins  and  paid 
out  before  these  patnots  would  fight  and  woik 

It  was  said  and  circulated  to  the  panic-stncken  residents  of  the  city  that  “the  residence  of  the  emperors  would  not  pass  to  other  masters  until 
ships  were  seen  sailing  under  full  canvas  across  dry  land".  Even  this  happened  on  the  night  of  May  21 , 1453.  The  sultan  had  moved  30  ships 
across  five  miles  of  land  from  the  Bosphorous  into  the  bay  of  the  Golden  Horn.  He  did  this  by  clearing  a connecting  valley  of  brush,  digging  a 
canal,  paving  it  with  logs,  then  covering  them  with  tar,  lard  and  tallow.  The  ships  were  then  drawn  through  the  canal  at  night  with  sails  unfurled  by 
teams  of  buffalo  assisted  by  soldiers. 

Though  Mahammed  II  offered  Constantine  XI  peace  and  a territory  in  Greece  to  rule;  and  his  inner  council  asked  him  to  flee,  Constantine  felt 
he  must  stay  and  die  with  the  empire.  On  May  29,  1453,  the  body  of  the  emperor  was  recognized  by  his  purple  shoes  with  double  headed  eagles 
embroidered  on  them 

The  meperor's  head  was  exposed  for  some  time  in  fromt  of  the  imperial  palace  so  all  would  know  he,  the  last  Greek  emperor  of  the 
Byzantines,  was  dead  Mahammed  II  allowed  the  body  to  the  emperor  to  be  buned  with  all  honors  and  he  paid  for  a flame  to  burn  at  tha  spot 
eternally. 

"There  are  not  coins  known  for  Constantine  XI  though  collectors  have  searched  diligently  for  them".  This  is  what  P.D.  Whitting  wrote  in  his 
book,  Byzantine  Coins  published  by  Putnam  in  1973  and  he  was  right. 

“The  issue  of  coins  in  John  Vlll's  name  may  have  continued  into  the  reign  of  Constantine  XI,  though  since  half  stavrata  of  the  latter  have 
recently  come  to  light  there  may  be  full  stavrata  also”  commented  Philip  Grierson  in  his  1982  volume  Byzantine  Coins. 

In  the  interim  Simon  Bendall  had  discovered  the  first  coin  of  Constantine  XI  and  later  he  spotted  one  which  had  been  sold  as  a John  VIII  in  a 
list  five  years  earlier  by  a now  defunct  company. 

At  this  time,  a group  of  83  coins  of  Constantine  XI  has  come  to  light  which  include  stavraton,  half  stavraton  and  eighth  stavraton. 

As  coins  of  John  VIII  tend  to  have  wear  and  these  coins  are  fresh,  it  would  appear  that  they  were  struck  during  the  siege.  Another  indication 
of  this  is  the  fact  that  the  die  work  on  many  is  inferior  even  by  standards  of  the  period.  These  few  coins  must  be  the  most  historically  significant  of 
the  Byzantine  Series. 

Simon  Bendall  in  his  article  “The  Coinage  of  Constantine  XI”  published  in  the  Societe  Francaise  de  Numismatique  1991,  lists  the  91  coins 
recorded  of  the  unfortunate  emperor  with  the  two  previously  known  coins  now  lost.  The  16  coins  in  our  list  are  the  only  ones  remaining  on  the 
market  today  After  the  BM,  BN  & DO  bought  all  they  wanted,  they  had  none,  I purchased  the  rest  of  the  hoard  aside  from  some  the  original 
owners  auctioned  first.  I donated  two  to  the  ANS  and  this  is  all  that  is  left.  Everyone  purchasing  one  of  these  historic  coins  from  us  gets  an  off-print 
of  Bendall's  article  where  your  coin  is  plated  Remember  - one  hoard  every  500  years  or  so  isn't  that  frequent  - ACT  NOW  !

My  Dear  Holy  Apostle: 

I was  in  Lansing  again  yesterday,  and  things  there 
do  seem  to  be  picking  up.  Here  at  #1  the  Spirit  also  seems  high.  We  are 
over  the  $8000  mark  on  the  O.N.C.,  and  with  Allah’s  Help  we  will  have 
the  balance  by  the  30th.  Be  Allah  willing,  I shall  leave  here  right  after 
Temple  on  the  3oth  for  Chicago.  Since  I will  be  getting  there  late  at  night. 
I'll  check  into  a hotel  upon  arrival  and  sleep  all  day,  because  I plan  to 
leave  right  out  that  night  for  New  York  (by  way  of  Washington  DC).  One  of 
the  main  reasons  for  coming  back  through  there  is  that  Bro  Wallace  asked 
me  if  he  could  accompany  me  back  to  the  East  Coast.  Do  you  know  whether 
or  not  he’s  still  planning  to  do  this?  If  so,  we  shall  see  that  he  is 
treated  royally  while  with  us,  and  we  will  all  be  more  than  pleased  to 
have  him  with  us.  In  fact,  it  will  be  an  HONOR. 

Sometimes  I really  wish  I could  be  satisfied  to  stay 
in  one  place,  but  sorathing  seems  to  be  always  pushing  me  some  where  else. 

I don't  know  what  it  is,  and  don’t  know  whether  it  is  or  or  bad  to  be 
this  way.  Allah  has  really  blessed  me  to  be  able  to  get  up  to  the  dead 
no  matter  what  walk  of  life  they  are  from  or  in,  and  what  is  best  I enjoy 
doing  it.  The  tactics  that  I have  to  use  I could  explain  to  you  alone, 
because  no  others  would  understand.  The  dead  will  rise,  if  we  can  learn 
the  art  of  getting  up  to  them  before  they  realize  WHO  we  are  or  WHAT  we  are 
up  to. 

The  East  Coast  has  many  rough  spots  (due  to  the  newness 
of  the  Muslims)  but  overall  the  dead  there  are  rising,  and  the  Muslims  have 
that  do  or  die  spirit.  Because  of  the  limitations  of  my  visit  here  ray  hands 
are  somwhat  tied,  thru  fear  of  stepping  on  toes  at  this  time,  but  I would 
like  to  come  back  here  some  time  x^ith  your  permission  with  the  authority  to 
spend  about  2 months ....  doing  whatever  seems  necessary  to  make  #1  move.  In 
that  time,  with  Allah's  Help  I would  double  the  attendence  and  the  Income  of 
this  Temple,  and  eliminate  many  of  your  present  headaches  here.  It  can  be 
done  If  someone  will  just  take  the  RESPONSIBILITY  of  doing  do.  At  all  times 
I am  ready  to  suffer  any  RESPONSIBILITY  or  BURDEN  that  will  make  your  MISSION 
easier,  with  A;lah’s  Help. 

By  the  way,  I’ve  been  looking  hard  for  someone  here 
who  can  help  Bro  Lemuel  on  the  rostrum.  Bro  Harold  himself  (the  Capt)  seems 
like  even  he  may  be  able  to.  You  can  weigh  him  and  see.  A little  encour- 
agement may  make  him  try.  He  seems  to  have  the  DRIVE.  Otherwise,  It  is 
hard  here  to  find  someone.
